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Smithsonian's  Coinage  Exhibit  to  Close  Permanently 


After  40  years  of  educating  the  public  about  numismatics,  the  National  Muselum  of 
American  History,  part  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington,  D.C.  will  close 
public  access  to  the  world’s  largest  collection  of  money  and  medals  in  August.  The 
collection,  consisting  of  1.6  million  coins,  medals,  and  pieces  of  currency,  will  remain 
available  to  scholars  or  be  loaned  to  other  museums.  Among  the  most  valuable  U.S. 
items  in  the  museum’s  Numismatics  Hall  are  two  1933  $20  gold  pieces  and  threee 
example  of  the  1 804  silver  dollar,  the  “King  of  Coins.” 

The  decision  to  close  the  exhibit  is  the  result  of  a  restructuring  after  an  official  panel 
criticized  the  institution’s  organization.  According  to  a  museum  press  release.  “The 
original  design  scheme  of  separate  subject  halls  will  be  updated  as  the  museum  moves  to 
thematic  presentations.” 


New  York  Transit  Tokens 

New  York  City  Transit  .Authority  (TA)  spokesman  Paul  Fleuranges  announced  that  T.A 
IS  solicitmg  bids  on  what  to  do  with  the  45.6  million  transit  tokens  in  storage.  Replaced 
by  the  modern  and  convenient  MetroCard.  Also,  in  storage,  are  4,000  pounds  of  foreign 
coins  and  slugs  and  $90,000  worth  of  damaged  U.S.  and  Canadian  corns  the  agency 
hopes  to  redeem.  In  1998  the  Transit  Authority  sold  60  million  tokens  to  a  recycling 
company  that  melted  them  down  to  extract  valuable  metals. 

Fleuranges  said  there’s  no  reason  to  keep  obsolete  tokens  around  any  longer.  However, 
collectors  with  a  token  nostalgia  can  purchase  them  at  the  Transit  Museum  in  Brooklyn 
or  the  TA  store  in  Grand  Central  Terminal. 


Pennies 

According  to  the  U.S.  Mint’s  latest  annual  report,  “it  costsO.98  of  a  penny  to  make  a 
penny.  So  we're  still  looking  at  a  profit,”  says  U.S.  Mint  spokesman  Michael  White. 

The  Mint  sells  the  coins  to  the  Federal  Reserve  at  face  value  and  passes  any  profit  on  to 
the  U.S.  Trea.sury.  In  2003  $64.3  million  worth  of  cents  coins  were  produced  at  a  cost 
of  $63.3  million. 

Previous  annual  reports  had  the  production  of  the  coin  costing  0.89  cents  in  2002  and 
0.80  in  2001.
